Mr. SAULSBURY, of Delawars, asked Mr.
Howsif he wished to be understood ns saying that
a1l the men who wera turned out of office in the
sdbering States by Mr. Lincoln were disloyal!

Mr. HOWE, of Wisconsin, could only say in
teply, that e knew ot no man who, having voted
agninst Mr. Lincoln o the fall; and having up-
Deld the flag when {1 was threaténed in the spring,
whe turned out of office. There might have been
suoch instances, bot he could think of none in the
sphere of his acguaintitcs.

Mr. JOBNSI}N. of Maryland, followed Mr,
Howe in opposition to the House amendment, and
in wdyoeacy of the right of the President to np.

olot and remove his Oabinet officers. He pre-

icted that the bill, if passed ns proposed, would

»e repealed by the first Congress after the uext
Presidentinl election, if both Houses were friendly
w0 she President.elect,

Mr. DOOLITTLE contendad that from the lang
practee of the government nnd the oploione of
the foonders of the Uonstitution ths queation was
settled 1o favor of the right of the Presidant to np-
point and remove his Osbinet. 1f there were any
mistakes 10 the adminisiration of Mr. Lincoln, as
of Mr. Johneon, they arose, he telleved, more from
a want of harmony in the Onbinet than from Any-
thing else, and the same would be true of other
sdministrations. Unless the President had power
to appoint and remove his Oabinet officers, there
conld be no harmony in the administraton, and
the ConErguEnce must bo o repetition of mistakes

Mr. BUCKALEW, of Pennsylvanin, spoke
ngninst the pending nmendment of the Honee, and
guoted nuthority to sustain his postion.

Mr. SHEEMAN, while admitting the constitnu-
tionnl right of the proposed nmendment, doubted
Its propriety, If this amendment wWies adopled the
Fresident wonld have to retain in office the Cabl-
et of hie predecessor untll the Sanite conssutai
to their removal, though they might be politieally
opposed 10 him. There were reasons for permit-
ting the President to changs his Oabinet which did
not apply to mioor officers, He did not beiteve
any ¢vil could come from permitting the Preaident
1o appoint and remove his own Cuabinet. IT the
Seénnte htd no dontldence o the men he proposed
it could reject them promptly, but no public exi-

Mr. SAULSBURY said if the President had
been true to his real friends he would have ra-
moved some of his present Cabinet loeg since, No
FPresident for thirty years bad removed so few of
his snemies as My, Johnson hoad, but his (Mr,
Saulsbury’s) prioncipal object ln rising wis to dis-
claim mny indorsement of the party with which
he acled, of the proposition submitted by Mr.
Dizon, The Intiméte relations betwesn that gene-
tlemun and the President might creats the impres.
#lou thitt the proposition wias tn admimstrative
mensure. He hoped no soversign State would da-
grade Iwsell by adopting or Indorsing such n pro-
position. He conld speak for the Demogratic party
0f Deisnware, snd say that they scorned such o
thing, and he believed he uuuh{ say the same for
the Demooratic party of the country.
